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To Ovservations Which Ourselves We Make 


WATER EVERYWHERE BUT NONE 
TO DRINK 


Contra Costa has seventy miles of waterfront, 
of which ‘about ten miles of it are in Richmond. 
‘This city’s tired feet are laved by San Pablo 
lay on the west and San Francisco bay on the 
‘south, and on out throngh the Golden Gate 
stretches thousands of miles of the Pacific ocean 
—bnt none of it is good to drink, or even to 
dilute cocktails with. We are all pretty much 
jj the same boat with the shipwrecked sailors, 
who had water, water everywhere, but not a 
drop to drink. 

Water is a very useful element but does not 
taste as good when mixed with salt as it does 
when mixed with some other things. Some of us 
do not drink water, but even those have been 
known to take an occasional bath, wash the 
dishes and wet down the lawn and garden, and 
they prefer to buy their salt in little nickel 
sacks to scraping it off their persons or property 
with one of these little curved sticks the jockeys 
used to serape the sweat off the race horses be- 
fore racing got to be as big a crime in California 
as working more than eight hours. 

- What brings all this to mind is the fact that 
Richmond is to hold a water election in a few 
days and vote upon the proposition of raising 
$2,500,000 by bonds for the obtaining and in- 
stallation of a municipally owned water system, 

and it is about time all of us were posting up 
on water, whether we like it as a beverage or 
not. 

We went out today and interviewed Levi 
Boswell, Mergenthal and a bunch of other water 
commissioners, City Attorney Hall and several 
others who are not particularly afraid of water. 
and gathered up a lot of facts and. figures about 
this water question, which we shall proceed 
now ‘to unload upon this unprotected constitu- 
ency regularly every evening, until they will go 
to the polls and vote the bonds out of sheer des- 
peration to shut off the tow of lignid language 
and turn on the water instead. .We know as 
much -about water now as a prohibitionist, and 
we find upon investigation that the theory that 
it is only used for serubbing purposes is largely 
erroneous. ; 
Having lived for many years in the moun. 
tains and asseeiated, moderately, with water 
that came aS 8 everlasting snows, we were 
probably a hit prejudiced in favor of that source, 
but the experts, chemists and high-brows now 
inforin vs that mountain water has more tad- 
poles, wigeletails and other energetic things in 
it than most any other kind of water, and fire 
probably tne reason we were foreed to get out 
of mountain altitudes and. seek sea level for 
heaith was largely because our system had got 
clogged up with microbes, mulligrubs and am- 
maleule—in face were buggy. They may be 
right. Anyhow, when this water proposition was, 
first sprung we sort of held back because it was 
proposed to pipe down tue Sacramento river 
water, and we hankered for more of the good old 
mountain water—bugs and all. But now the 
only possible charrce of getting mountain water 
seems to have faded away—that of the Blue 
Lakes, for the reason that the projectors have 
Wbeen unable to finance the proposition, which 
Healls for something like ten million dollars, not 
to be picked off the raspberry bushes these days. 
Hetch Hetchy would do, but that is ten years 
| away, and Richmond cannot wait ten years for 
} water, or two years, either. It has got to get 
busy right away in obtaining a water supply, 
land there is nothing else to do but pipe down 
t the Sacramento river water, filter it, and—use 
| it as a chaser, among dozens of other uses.

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Our investigation today shows that this bond

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large and small, will have to pay under munici- 
pal ownership will be 20 cents the thousand 
gallons, as the large consumers, sueh as the 
Standard Oil, which now brings down its own 
Sacramento river water in barges but would be 
very glad to take it from the municipal plant, 
will only be charged 15 cents the thousand gal- 
lons, because theirs will not have to be filtered 
and they take it in wholesale lets, with no local 
distribution, to the amount of a million and a 
half gallons per day. 

We find that the many other towns along the 
Contra Costa waterfront that have signified their 
willingness to take water at wholesale from our 
proposed company and supply will use over 
three million gallons of it every day, and that 
the Crockett sugar refinery, which also brings 
down its own supply in barges from the river, 
will contract for practically a million gallons a 
day from the Richmond project. 

All this means that in less than one year from 
the time the water flows here through the pipes 
our municipal system will be self sustaining and 
be laying aside a surplus as a sinking fund with 
which to pay off the bonds at maturity, 
years hence- 

All this being true, if the water is good and 
pure and healthful, as it is, what earthly objec- 
tion can there be to voting the bonds? None 
whatever that we can see, once the whole prop- 
osition is properly understood. 

Think these things over, and study up on it, 
so you can at least vote intelligently, whether 
it be aye or nay. In articles to follow we will 
take up all the facts, figures and details and we 
will all post up, and some of us who don’t know 
anything about water, and who have not had 
much to do with it for vears, can gain a lot of 
valuable information.
